hand and hungry men without bread on the other. 
Abundant fabrics on the one hand and industrial 
frugal men go half don the other. Em- 
ployer and employé are affected alike. There 
are thousands of honest, industrious, and 
frugal men who walk the streets 
all day in search of work and even bread, 
and there are many hundred of the most 
enterprising employers who sweat all day ard 
walk the floor by night trying to devise means to 
keep Sheriff away from the establishment. 
You are not responsible for this condition. Men 
here and in Europe who call themselves states- 
men have inaugurated policies.of which this is 
the natural result. Considering increase in 
population, the increase in industries, and the 
commercial activity of the world, as well as the 
increased area over which business was done, 
there has in recent years been a practical reduc- 
tion in the value of the money of the world of 
from 33 to 40 percent, and there had of neces- 
sity to follow a shrinkage in the value of prop- 
erty to a correspon extent. Consequently 
every little while a lot of debtors who could no 
longer stand the strain succumbed. The result 
was that each time there was a flurry in financial 
circles.

The laboring mén of the world always have 
been and are today the principal support and re- 
liance of the government. They support its flag 
in time of war and their hands earn the taxes in 
time of pose. No great governement was ever de- 
stroyed by the laboring classes. Treason and re- 
bellion never originated with them but always 
came from the — source. It is true that 
at times a number of laborers, more or 
less ignorant, who thought they were being 
rob of the fruits of their toil, have ind in 
rioting, and, while they have always lost it, 
and while they cannot too severely con- 
demned, yet they do not stand alone in this con- 
demnation, for there have been many broadcloth 
mobs in this country, and in different ons of 
it, whose actions were as lawless and as disgrace- 
ful as that of any labor mob that ever assembled, 
I must congratulate organized labor upon its 
freedom from turbulence. Rio is nearly 
always by.an ignorant class outside of all organ- 
izations and which in most cases was brought 
into the community by conscienceless.men to de- 
feat organized labor.

This Scheme, with Coinage of the U- 
ver Seigniorage, to Be Used to Placate 
‘White Metallists—Message on the Sub- 
ject Likely to Be Sent to Congress 
Carlisle Kefuses to Talk on the Subject 


Englishmen Make Pleas for Tariff 


Reductions=Offices Apportioned. 
Wasuinaron, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
The probabilities are that there will be a com- 
munication to Congress presenting a financial 
proposition having the approval of the ad- 
ministration which will weaken the opposi- 


tion to the repeal of the Sherman law. There 


is no question about the matter having been 
talked over recently between Congressmen 
and representatives of the administration, 
and.it is likely something will come of it. 
Secretary Carlisle and a number of the lead- 

ers in both Houses of Congress are desirous 
of the passage ofa bill repealing the State 
bank tax and the President is understood to 
be favorably inclined to the measure. Mr. 
Carlisle has for some time been thinking over 
the coinage of silvér bullion now in the Treas- 
ury, and is anxious that an authorization for this 
coinage should be given by Congress. Other 
propositions will probably be combined and 
recommended to Congress for action or the 
leaders in Congress will be given to under- 
stand that the administration will approve of 
a measure repealing the tax on State banks 
and providing for the coinage of bullion. 

It is understood that Mr. Carlisle would like 
authority for the coinage of all the bullign 
held in the Treasury, but thinks the coinage 
of the seigniorage alone would be a consider- 
able relief. Under the policy of the adminis- 
tration, which is to redeem the coin certifi- 


cates in gold, the bullion in the Treasury prac- 
e tically stands for nothing. The Treasury is 


greatly in need of money, and, if this bullion 
can be converted into cash assets and made 
available for expenditures which are author- 
ized by appropriation bills, it will bea relief 
to the Treasury and make mon ay more plenti- 
ful in the country. 

There area great many public works au- 
thorized by Congress to be advanced in the 
discretion of the department. With sufficient 
money on hand to pay for it the work could 
be pressed actively at once instead of 
letting it drag over a term of years, and, 
besides hastening public improvement, would 
pat the money out at the time most needed.

CARLISLE IS RATHER SECRETIVE. 


Will Say Nothing Touching the Scheme to 
Abolish National Banks. )

Carlisie declined either to affirm or to deny 
the statement that the administration is fa- 
vorably considering a plan to abolish national 
banks and substitute in their stead State 
banks under government supervision. He 
said his time would be almost.wholly occu- 
pied if he undertook to pass upon the various 
articles appearing in the newspapers which al- 
leged to forecast what the administration was 
considering or was going to consider, 

The only affirmative fact that couid be as- 
certained atthe Treasury Department was 
that Speaker Crisp and 1 7 Hall and 
Warner did have à talk by appointment with 
Secretary Carlisle at the Treasury Saturday. 
The statement that the President went secret- 
ly to the Treasury and was a party at the con- 
ference is, of course, not true. 

Chairman Springer of the Banking and Cur- 
rency committee called on Secretary Carlisle 
this morning, presumably in connection with 
the rumo conference, the subject matter 
of which would naturally have to come be- 
fore his committee, 

It is predicted that as soon as the repeal of 
the Sherman bill has been effected the propo- 
sition to repeal the tax on State banks will 
come to the front at once, but the idea of 
basing the circulating notes of State banks 
upon State or municipal bonds does 
not find favor in the Senate. 
Senator Gray says government bonds will 
soon cease to exist, and when that time came 
the security that now preserves the notes of 
national banks and makes them as good as 
the government’s obligation would pass 
away and by the mere force of circumstances 
something would have to take their place. In 
the minds of other Senators the idea of 
issuing more bonds finds favor, while in 
those of others it isa nightmare that causes 
unrest and uneasiness. Senator Voorhees says 
there should be at all times in the vaults of 
the banks one-third the amount of their notes 
in gold and silver, an amount almost suffi- 
cient, from his point of view, to redeem all 
notes of the bank that 4 ye any time be
